Yesterday's accident at the railway 
crossing on 96th street is a tragic remind- 
er that nothing has yet been done to pre- 
vent such things occurring there, though 
that has been known to be one of the real 
danger points in the city.

You want sympathy for 
your troubles, your hard luck, your 
misfortune and admiration for your 
triumps, your good fortune So 
sympathy-hunting inclines to be as- 
| sociated with the weaker side of 
| human nature. It isn't big-game 
hunting, which is what you are after 
when you want to be lionized 

The excessive craving for sympathy 
is weakness, a sort of leaning on 
others because you can't stand alone, 
and like much weakness it is a hang- 
over from childhood. When baby 
pumps his head, mamma kisses the 
sore spot to make it well; the sym- 
pathy cures. Yet all these cravings 
have this in common, that they are 
cravings for notice, and to be noticed 
for whatever reason 1s soothing to 
self-esteem. 

A later variety of the weakness is 
self-pity. There being no one else 
available, you do the sympathizing 
yourself. Or if that proves unsatis- 
factory, you groan or sigh until some- 
body hears you, or go about looking

This means that 
all of your self-feelings are strongly 
socialized. You are dependent on 
others for their satisfaction. Vanity 
has the same difficulty. The satisfac- 
tion you can get from the mirror is 
limited; so you go where you can be 
seen and admired. And if you cali 
that a weakness, few of wus are 
strong, though we pose as modest 
violets. 


Approached a little differently, we 
may say that we capitalize our 
troubles as a way of being trierest- 
ing, to get attention through sym- 
pathy. “Poor child!" pityingly toned, 
caters to the vanity of bearing ills 
bravely. Tom Sawyer bares his sore 
toe to shock his admirers with the 
remark: “Shucks, that’s nothing!” 
Then there are the noble scars, like 
the cut faces of the Heidelberg duel- 
ing students. If we can't be in- 
teresting by what we have done, we 
can still make a feat of it by bearing 
hurts nobly. And we get back to our 
original situation when we crave 4t- 
tention by the route of what has 
happened or been done to us, rather 
than by the route of what we have

The justification for giving this 
trait even so much notice as this is 
that it serves as well to illustrate the 
{network of our social nature, how 
through end through we live not to

feeling. 

The correction for the self-centered 
| part of this common but light failing 
is the giving of sympathy not the 
| craving for it; for that implies an in- 
{terest in others.’ Even gossip gets 
some credit marks on this score. 

But to be sympathetic without 
doing something to show it, is an- 
other failing, inclining to indulgence 
in mere sentiment. James says that 
if you have a glow of kind feeling do 
something to make it actuml, even if 
it is nothing more than giving up 
your seat to an old lady. And the 
story is told of Stephen Girard, who 
was a practical if somewhat eccentric 
nhilanthropist, that when a crowd 
gathered about the cart of an apple 


vender which had been upset and 
was expressing its sympathy, he 
stepped up and said: “I sympa- 


thize $5.” 

So the moral, if any, is this for all 
the self-feelings: !*t them be utilized 
to make for strength and not for 
| weakness. We all share the common 
| cravings, but we show our characters 
jin the actual program in which they 
' find expression.

But he obtained a much 
more important res. for Charles V 
commissioned him Gc nor 
and Adelantado of Plorida. with in- 
structions to explore and conquer the 


vast, ill-defined territory then known 
as “Pascua Florida.” 
Thus De Soto was the first white 


man to carry on explorations of any 
great extent in North America, the 
previous expeditions of Ponce de Leon 
Aylion, Naravez and others had failed 
before penetrating much of the terri- 
tory. De Soto was destined io spend 
three years in passing through Flori- 
da, Georgia, Alabama, South Carolina 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Mississipp! and 
Louisiana. He was to win for him- 
self the title of “El Gran Adelantado’ 
as distinguished from the other great 
Spanish explorers who were merely 
called “adelantados.” And finally he 
was to die of swamp fever on the 
banks of the great river which he had 
discovered. to be buried in its depths 
by his sorrowing companions 

But in 1536, when he penned in-

HE summer of 1915 was marked 
by Gne episode of specia! politi- 
cal significance. With the fre- 

quent and inevitable absences of the 
prime minister from the House of 
Commons it became necessary to make 
a forma! appointment to the deputy 
leadership of the House. Considering 
the sacrifices that Bonar Law had 
made ‘in May and the obvious justice 
of the view that the Tory leader in 
the coalition should act as second fn 
command, there is no doubt but that 
Boner Law had a reasonable claim 
to the appointment. He certainly, 
however, set about obtaining it tn 
rather an unfortunate manner, which 
gave Mr. Lioyd George the legitimate 
cause of complaint that Bonar Law 
and the prime minister were settling 
the whole affair over his head and 
Without his knowledge. Lioyd George 
pleaded that as chancellor of the ex- 
chequer he had itn fact been for years 
deputy leader, and should not be de- 
prived of his post. Finally, Lioyd 
George made the old appea! to Bonar 
Law's besetting virtue, and once again 
Bonar Law retired in Lioyd George's 
favor. The effect of the episode re- 
sulted in a separation between Lioyd 
;George and Bonar Law, both of whom 
\were showing & tendency to combine 
in complaining of the mismanagement 
of affairs, especially at the war office. 

As the summer drew on and the Lib- 
eral and (conservative ministers began 
to becom? acquainted with one an- 
@ther as working colleagues certain re- 
Glignments took place. Nor were the 
warious frictions which were set up 
tnose of party against party Rather 
they cut clear across old party dis- 
tinctions. As the very composition of 
the government had originally been 
due to an intrigue, so its life was 
being continually weakened by the 
growing dissensione of little groups 
within it—Liberal often allying with 
Tory against Tory, or Libera) fight- 
ing Liberal. 

Of the first type of mischief a 
Salient instance was the prime minis- 
ter's continual exaltation of Lord Cur- 
gon at the expense of Bonar Law.

Here their agreement 
ended—and a conflict arose which iast- 
ed as jong as the ministry and was 
one of the principa! factors which 
eccounted for its fall. 

Had Lord Reading cared to resign 
the chief justiceship he might have 
held almost any ministerial post. He 
seemed, however, content with the in- 
fluence he could exert on others, and 
with the exercise of his judicial! func- 
tions, which he continued to perform. 
He had been a non-official adviser of 
Lioyd George at the treasury, but on 
tne change of chancellor he still con- 
tinued this task and used to heip Mc- 
Kenna. He was, therefore, well placed 
to act as mediator between old chan- | 
eellor end new, and never ceased to 
Preach peace and pursue it. | 

The finamcia! secretary to the treas- 
ury wes Mr. E. S. Montagu (later sec- 
retary of state for India), and had he 
joined his potent voice to Lord Read- 
ing'’s tn advocating compromise and | 


agreement, the fatal dissensions be-| 
tween Liocyd George and McKenna 
might have been healed. Montagu un- 
fortunately did not look on the matter | 
in this light. He belonged to the cen- 
tral Asquithian group in the cabinet, 
to which McKenna, too, was allied, 
end as an Asquithiam he preferred to 
support McKenna rether than Lioyd 
George. So another chance of avoid- 
ing disruption was missed. 


Asquith Didn’t See Danger 


INALLY, both the contending min- 
F isters were surrounded by a group 
of henchmen consisting of voluntary 
political assistants. These sometimes | 
had differences of their own which 
helped to exasperate each potentate 
against the other. For instance, a 
bitter quarrel which was carried on 
between Lord Riddell, who was the 
friend of Lioyd George, and the iate 
Sir Hedley Le Bas, who was giving 
McKenna valuable assistance at the 
treasury, was not helpful! in promoting 
cordial rulations between their respec- 
five chiefs. 

Of all the actors concerned tn t 
struggle the role assumed by the prime 
minister was the most amazing. He 
fwatched the feud develop and intensify 
with the kind of mild interest with 
which a hardened first-nignter may 
Witness the development cf a problem 
play. He showed no sign of realizing 
that his own fortunes and those of his 
ministry were at stake.

There was perturbation and a 
sense of crisis in the air—and, Indeed, 
he had to disclose a most serious situa 
tion. He produced two telegrams from 
Morgans in New York, the financiai 
agents of the government in America 
to Morgans in London. The gist of 
them was thet orders for £52,000,000 
worth of war material had been given 
by the British fighting services in the 
United States; that the contracts 
waited to be signed; that before sig- 
nature £13,000,000 or $65,000,000 must 
be paid down The telegrams added 
thet any delay in payment would af- 
fect British credit adversely. 


The message was alarming, because 
there was no balance in the United 
Stetes to meet this demand for $65,000,- 
000. Unless prompt payment—the es- 
sence of sustaining credit—was made, 
a dangerous and damaging blow would 
be dealt to the financial prestige of 
the British nation in New York. 


Such was the tale of the governor 
of the Bank of England. McKenna 
replied: “But, Mr. Governor, this is 
what you cal] a matter of exchange. Is 
it not for the bank?”

Steve Lafricain 
Veteran Trader, 
Ninety-One, 
Looks at Life 


SMALL slip of an old man, frail, gnarled, 

erect, walked stiffly down thy slope of the 

purtage at Fort Matachewan to meet our 
approaching canoe, 

A pair of hybrid dogs, Indian mongrels, un- 
mistakably, circled around him towards us, bark- 
ing. A young Indian slouched in his wake, dark, 
curious, suspicious as the dogs. 

“That's old Steve himself,” said Bill Adams, 
forest ranger, from the stern of the canoe as ne 
steered it towards the landing of this former 
Hudson's Bay Company's post away up the Mont- 
real river to which Steve Lafricain had come 1s 
factor over forty years ago—long before this 
section of northern Ontario was opened to min- 
ing or lumbering—and which has been his home 
ever since. 

He was a servant of the great company for 
twenty years before that. He hired with it—his 
own phrase—in 186%, after his fighting in the 
Civil War, and traded at Mattawa, Fort Temis 
camingue and Night Hawk Lake before going 
north up the Montreal River to Fort Matachewan, 
thirty-odd miles beyond the present town of Dik 
Lake, terminal of the T. & N. O. Railway branch 
that runs in from Eariten junction, then un- 
known since the Gowgande and Montréal River 
mining areas were yet to be discovered and since 
the late John R. Booth had not yet acquired the 
concession that was to open its virgin forests to 
lumbering. 

For more than six decades old Steve has 
watched the seasons in the bush come and go, 
the first frost, the long winter, the spring break- 
up, fly time, the departure of the birds and their 
return, the outfitting of the Indians for their 
trapping and their incoming with fur—recording 
the smallest event of each of their wilderness 
days in neat script in journals whose leaves have 
long since yellowed. 

He has seen three generations of Indians grow 
up, grow old and die. He has helped to bury 
very many natives. He has watched implacable 
nature take its inevitable toll om all sides. 

But through it all he lives on, very small, very 
old, very wise, the shrivelled, fragile shadow of 
e sturdy man who could once lift and swing to 
his shoulder a half-barre!l of pork. 

Drawing $65 a month from Washington as a 
Civil War veteran and with a pension as well 
fiom the Hudson's Bay Company, since Fort 
Matachewau was clused as a trading post in 1920 
after the fur had largely gone, Steve Lafricain 
cvuld live in modest comfort at Elk Lake or some 
other civilized centre, But he will not leave this 
abandoned fort—this cluster of bleak, bare, com- 
fortiess shacks. 


Lord of a Poor Manor

planted when he first came. Up on tha 
hillside beside,the shaggy graveyard stand Mant- 
toha ash grown from seeds brought by his wife 
from Mattawa.
